DISCRIMINATORY CHAIN 
. 
STO R £ TAX H ELD ILLEG A L 


In the hrst case brought to test 
the validity of a law whereby 
a 
municipality is empowered to levy 
discriminatory taxes against chain 
stores, the Circuit Court of Wayne 
County, Michigan at Detroit, re­ 
cently held against the right of a 
municipal corporation 
to 
collect 
taxes under such an ordinance. 
The city of Hamtramck, Michi­ 
gan, which is part of Greater De­ 
troit, attempted to impose a grad­ 
uated tax on chain stores, begin­ 
ning with $25 for the first store, 
$50 for the second store, $75 for 
the third store, and $1000 for each 
of four or more storesi 
In a suit brought by the Kroger 
Grocery & Baking 
Company 
as 
plaintiff, to enjoin the 
enforce­ 
ment of the ordinance, the Court 
ruled against the city 
of 
Ham­ 
tramck on the ground that the tax 
was unconstitutional and 
beyond 
the power of a city or village. 
The case, the first 
which 
has 
been brought to test the right of 
a municipality 
to levy 
a 
chain 
store tax or to increase the amount 
above the $25 limit imposed by the 
Indiana law, is an important vic­ 
tory for the chains in their battle 
against unfair taxation. 
The case was tried on its merits 
in the Michigan court, before Theo. 
•J. Richter, 
Circuit 
Court, 
who 
heard the evidence during a four- 


day trial. 
In his writteff 
Judge Richter said: 
“There can 
be little doubt of the unconstitu* 
tionality of the ordinance itself. 
Whatever may be the rights of the 
city to regulate food stores, they 
cannot, under the guise of regula­ 
tion or taxation, enact an ordin­ 
ance calling for the payment of dif­ 
ferent amounts for the same priv­ 
ilege—that of operating one »tore 
—just because one, two, three or 
four stores may be operated in ad­ 
dition to that one. This is an ar­ 
bitrary, unjust and illegal classi­ 
fication”.

GIRL STILL AT LARGE

Mississippi County officers 
still on the lookout for J. P. and! 
James Bynum, two negro brothers,) 
one of whom shot and killed 
Al­ 
berta Robinson, 25 years old, last 
Sunday morning early at a “banjo 
pickin’ ”, near Charleston. 


Charleston, January 8.—Alberta 
Robinson, 25, colored, 
was 
shot 
and killed early this morning 
by 
two youths, J. P. and James By- 
flum, also colored. Two negro men, 
Dick Johnson, 41, and Ollie Boone, 
36, were shot, the former 
being 
shot in the hip and the latter in 
the leg. Both will recover. 
The shooting .ended 
a sociable 
gathering of about 20 a t the home 
of Frank Morgan, a cotton share­ 
cropper, on the 
farm 
of A. W. 
Story, two miles south of Charles­ 
ton. 
The sociable, commonly re­ 
ferred to as a “banjo pickin' ”, is 
one of the popular winter sports 
of the negroes aronnd here. This 
is the second fatality at one 
of 
these parties in the last month. 
The party was at 
its 
height, 
when the people in the house heard 
a car drive up out front and stop. 
One of the men poked his head out 
of the door and said: 
“What do 
you all w ant?” The oldest Bynum 
boy, J. P., answered: “What 
the 
hell do you care ? I want to see my 
girl”. With that, he got out of the 
car, drew his pistol, and came in­ 
side 
the 
door. 
After 
looking 
around the room, he started shoot­ 
ing, one of the first striking the 
Robinson woman, who died immed­ 
iately. He fired five shots from a 
*38* pistol, two more of his shots 
goiigg wild, and 
a bullet 
struck 
Boone just above the knee, 
and 
one striking Johnson in the hip. 
The assailants then jumped 
in 
the car and headed towards Char­ 
leston with a possibility of going 
either towards Illinois or 
Arkan­ 
sas. 
They have not been appre­ 
hended. 
The inquest was held this after­ 
noon by Coroner 
Paul 
Hackney. 
The jury returned a verdict that 
the deceased met her death by a 
bullet fired from a .38 special re­ 
volver, in the hands of J. P. By­ 
num.

show that

designs 
and 
insufficient 
strength in nearly all classes 
of 
building especially 
rural 
schools 
and churches. 
This is due to the 
fact that a great many 
ordinary 
workmen and a few 
small 
con- 
tracttors attempt to design build­ 
ings for the purpose of securing the 
contract when in reality these men 
are not capable of figuring 
the 
strength of any one piece of ma­ 
terial which goes to make up the 
structure. 
Some of 
these 
men 
have no idea of what is necessary 
when it comes to testing the soil 
to determine how much load it will 
carry per square foot or how much 
weight will be applied upon 
this 
soil when the structure 
is finally 
completed. 
Still the public is pay­ 
ing for such services without any 
assurance that their building will 
be properly 
designed 
and 
con­ 
structed. 
In view of the above condition 
the time is no doubt close at hand 
when the State 
Legislature 
wifl 
take the matter in hand and enact 
laws requiring Architects and En­ 
gineers dealing with public build­ 
ings to obtain a State llieense, and 
to obtain this license one should he 
required to possess certain qualifi­ 
cations, and under such conditions 
the public will pay no more 
for 
their building ibut will 
have 
a 
chance to obtain better engineer­ 
ing. It is Relieved by those closely 
associated with the building indus­ 
try that laws governing all public 
buildings would be very interest­ 
ing to the public. 
There is one 
condition 
which 
exists here in our town (decidedly 
the best town in Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri for its size) and that is the 
swinging of doors on 
all 
store 
buildings where the public is sup­ 
posed to go to 
secure 
supplies. 
This condition can easily he cor­ 
rected by swinging the 
entrance 
doors outside instead of inside as 
is commonly done. These entrance 
doors should also be equipped with 
panic bolts which would 
automa­ 
tically open from the inside 
the 
moment pressure was brought to 
bear upon 
this 
door. 
This 
ar­ 
rangement is meant to be for the 
protection 
of 
customers 
who 
might be inside any building when 
a fire alarm would be sounded. 
There is a law in our State re­ 
quiring public buildings 
to have 
their doors swung in a manner de­ 
scribed and to be equipped 
with 
panic bolts, but there is no 
law 
governing 
such 
conditions 
in 
trade 
centers. 
In 
larger cities 
such conditions are cared for by 
city ordinances, and the 
public 
would no doubt appreciate such an 
ordinance being 
included in 
the 
building code in Sikeston.

town (as

engineer to whom they may turn 
for a check on all proposed struc­ 
tures with a view to protection of 
the owner as well as the public.

STORE TAX HELD ILLEGAL 


in the first case brought to test 
the validity of a law whereby

municipality is empowered to levy 
discriminatory taxes against chain 
stores, the Circuit Court of Wayne 
County, Michigan at Detroit, re­ 
cently held against the light of 
municipal corporation

taxes under such an ordinance. 
The city of Hamtramck, Michi­ 
gan, which is part of Greater De­ 
troit. attempted to impose a grad­ 
uated tax on chain stores, begin­ 
ning with $25 for the first store, 
$5« for the second store, $75 for 
the third store, and $1000 for each 
of four or more stores. 
In a suit brought by the Kroger 
Grocery & Baking 
Company 
as 
plaintiff, to enjoin the 
enforce­ 
ment of the ordinance, the Court 
ruled against the city 
of 
Ham- 
tramck on the ground that the tax 
was unconstitutional and 
beyond 
the power of a city or village. 
The case, the first 
which

been brought to test the right of 
a municipality 
to levy

chain 
store tax or to increase the amount 
above the $25 lim it imposed by the 
Indiana law, is an important vic­ 
tory for the chains in their battle 
against unfair taxation.

Jefferson City, January 6. 
Im­ 
pending legislation 
to 
establish 
new congressional districts in Mis­ 
souri has brought several of 
the 
State’s 13 Congressmen-at-large to 
the Capitol to lobby for district 
boundaries that will help their re- 
election. 
However, 
the 
anxious 
lobbyists from 
W ashington 
are 
virtually certain to be outmaneuv- 
ered long before any proposal to 
redistrict the State has 
become 
law. 
Each Congressman has his own 
idea about how large his district 
ought to be and just what terri­ 
tory it ought 
to 
embrace. 
Each 
wants a district that is uniformly 
wet or dry ami uniformly of one 
political faith. 
Each feels that his 
district should comprise only ter­ 
ritory where he was strongest in 
the last election; where he is most 
likely to be strongest in the next. 
Primarily against their 
efforts 
are certain members of the State 
Senate who feel that they would 
better 
serve 
their 
constituents, 
and themselves, if they were sent 
to Congress at the next 
election, 
and it is the State 
Senate 
that 
will undoubtedly 
determine 
the 
congressional districts in any bill 
that passes, if one is passed by the 
Fifty-seventh Assembly. 
Probably 
several 
redistricting 
bills will be 
introduced 
in 
the 
House and Senate. 
Then the m at­ 
ter will reach a senate committee 
— perhaps the Committee on Elec­ 
tions, perhaps a spec ial committee 
on redistricting. 
Then the com­ 
m ittee may even draw its own bill 
as a substitute for the introduced 
legislation. 
Thus 
will 
depend 
largely on which Senators feel the 
urge to go 
to 
W ashington and 
what districts they feel they could 
be elected in most easily. 
However, even the Congress-am­ 
bitious State Senator may not have 
the final word. 
It is obvious that

politics, will prefer no redistricting 
at all.
